Sir: 

We  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Thirty-sixth 
Report  of  the  Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board,  covering  its  operations 
for  the  year  ended  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  1960. 

Net  profit  on  liquor  and  beer  sales  amounted  to  $18,983,- 
236.91,  an  increase  of  $197,099.01  over  the  previous  year. 

DISTILLERY  AND  BREWERY  LICENSES 

One  Distillery  and  six  Breweries  were  licensed,  and  their 
general  operations  were  conducted  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to 
the  Board. 

The  premises  of  these  manufacturers  were  inspected  at  inter¬ 
vals  by  representatives  of  the  Board,  while  their  products  were 
subjected  to  regular  analyses  during  the  year.  Products  continued 
to  be  of  high  quality. 

HOTEL  LICENSES 

In  the  year  ended  March  31,  1960,  four  hundred  and  sixty-six 
(466)  Beverage  Room  Licenses  were  issued,  compared  to  four 
hundred  and  forty-eight  (448)  Licenses  issued  in  the  previous  year. 

Forty-four  (44)  Licensed  Hotels  were  sold  in  the  past  year,  an 
increase  of  eighteen  (18)  sales  over  the  previous  year. 

Two  (2)  Licensed  Hotels,  the  Edson  Hotel,  Edson,  and  the  Knee 
Hill  Valley  Hotel,  Carbon,  were  destroyed  by  fire  in  the  year  under 
review  and  were  not  rebuilt.  No  loss  of  life  was  sustained  in  the 
fires. 

The  Licenses  of  the  Valley  Hotel  in  Western  Monarch  were 
surrendered  and  not  replaced. 

Temporary  suspension  of  Hotel  Beverage  Room  and  Beer 
Vendors7  Licenses  was  ordered  by  the  Board  for  twenty-one  (21) 
under-noted  instances  of  operational  infractions,  as  compared  with 


four  (4)  such  infractions  in  the  previous  year:

Total  Number  Hotel  License  Suspensions  _ 21 
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Dining  Lounge  Licenses  were  issued  to  twenty-six  (26)  Dining 
Rooms  in  Hotels,  os  compared  with  twelve  (12)  such  Licenses  issued 
in  the  previous  year.  Twenty-two  (22)  Lounge  Licenses  were  issued 
to  accompany  the  Dining  Lounge  Licenses  in  Hotels,  as  compared 
with  ten  (10)  such  Licenses  issued  in  1957-58. 

Entertainment  Authorizations  were  issued  to  ten  (10)  of  the 
aforesaid  Dining  Lounge  Licensees  this  year,  compared  with  the 
seven  (7)  Authorizations  granted  last  year. 

No  suspension  of  Licenses  for  Dining  Lounges  and  Lounges 
in  Hotel  premises  was  ordered  in  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1960. 

Licensed  Hotels  maintained  a  generally  good  standard  of 
service  for  the  public,  with  Hotel  meal  services  being  noticeably 
improved  where  Dining  Lounge  and  Lounge  Licenses  were  granted. 

Hotel  operators  in  country  locations  have  noted  some  fall-off 
in  room  rentals,  as  have  some  owners  in  the  more  congested  areas 
of  urban  centres. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  thanks  to  the  Hotel  owners 
and  their  staffs,  in  addition  to  the  President,  Directors  and  staff 
of  the  Alberta  Hotel  Association,  for  the  assistance  rendered  to  the 
Board  in  carrying  out  its  administrative  functions  in  the  past  year.

CANTEENS 

Thirty-eight  (38)  Canteen  Beer  Licenses  and  forty-four  (44) 
Canteen  Liquor  Licenses  were  issued  to  the  Armed  Forces  of  the 
Crown,  compared  with  the  forty  (40)  Beer  Licenses  and  forty-seven 
(47)  Liquor  Licenses  issued  in  the  previous  year.  The  Commanding 
Officers  of  these  Forces  direct  discipline  in  Canteens. 

No  suspensions  of  Canteen  Licenses  were  ordered  by  the 
Board. 
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RESTAURANTS  (OTHER  THAN  HOTEL) 

The  under-noted  Licenses  and  Authorizations  were  granted  to 
Restaurants,  other  than  Hotel  Restaurants,  this  year.  Number  of 
Licenses  granted  in  the  previous  year  are  shown  in  brackets: 


Dining  Lounge  Licenses _  22  (12) 

Lounge  Licenses  _  12  (5) 

Entertainment  Authorizations  _  7  (  2) 


Again,  the  Board  noted  that  a  comparatively  higher  standard 
of  service  was  provided  the  public  in  Restaurants  which  obtained 
the  new  Licenses. 

The  Board  extends  to  the  operators  and  staff  of  the  Licensed 
Dining  Lounges  and  Lounges,  and  to  the  officials  of  the  Canadian 
Restaurant  Association,  Alberta  Division,  its  appreciation  for  their 
assistance  in  obtaining  a  generally  high  standard  of  public  service. 

Details  of  all  Licenses  issued,  surrendered,  suspended  or 
cancelled  will  be  found  in  Appendix  "A" . 

LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  The  Liquor  Control  Act, 
1958  and  The  Liquor  Licensing  Act  is  entrusted  to  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police  and  the  Police  Forces  of  the  Cities,  Towns 
and  Villages  throughout  the  Province. 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  to  express  its  appreciation 
and  thanks  to  the  Officers  and  men  of  those  Forces  for  their  co- 
opertion  with  the  Board  in  maintaining  liquor  control. 

The  Board  is  also  indebted  to  the  Officials  and  staff  of  the 
Department  of  the  Attorney  General  for  the  valued  guidance  and 
assistance  rendered  in  the  past  year. 

GENERAL 

Interdictions  placed  in  the  year  totalled  four  hundred  and 
twenty-one  (421),  compared  with  four  hundred  and  forty  (440)  in 
the  previous  year.  The  number  of  Interdictions  in  force  at  the  year 
end  was  1,370,  compared  with  1,424  in  force  at  the  previous  year's 
end. 

Pursuant  to  the  Federal  Statute,  the  Board  provided  Duty  and 
Sales  Tax-free  liquor  to  Units  and  Members  of  the  NATO  Forces 
serving  in  Alberta. 

Payments  to  the  Federal  Government  by  the  Board  for  Cus¬ 
toms  and  Excise  Duties  and  Sales  Taxes  amounted  to  $12,795,- 
911.40,  an  increase  of  $2,039,982.55  over  the  previous  year. 
Reflected  in  the  substantially  larger  payments  are  the  Federal  tax 
rate  increases  for  Customs,  Excise  and  Sales  Taxes,  which  became 
effective  with  goods  purchased  by  the  Board  after  the  ninth  of 
April,  1959. 

Payments  to  the  Federal  Government  by  Alberta  Breweries 
for  Sales  Tax  and  Taxes  on  malt  amounted  to  $8,852,366.50,  an 
increase  of  $348,464.97  over  the  previous  year.  The  Breweries 
absorbed  the  relatively  small  increase  in  Federal  Sales  Taxes  which 
became  effective  on  April  10th,  1959,  and  did  not  increase  the 
price  of  their  products  to  the  Board. 
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A  statement  showing  number  of  Special  Permits  issued  will  be 
found  in  Appendix  "B" . 

The  Board  recorded  8/795,909  separate  sales  to  the  general 
public,  an  increase  of  555,843  over  the  previous  year.  The  number 
of  sales  to  Licensees  and  Permittees  are  shown  below.  Comparative 
figures  for  the  previous  year  are  shown  in  brackets.

STAFF 

At  the  year  end  the  Board  operated  ninety  (90)  Stores,  an 
increase  of  twelve  (12)  in  the  year.  An  additional  twenty-four  (24) 
Dining  Lounge  Licenses  and  nineteen  (19)  Lounge  Licenses  were 
issued  in  the  past  year,  bringing  the  total  of  these  new  outlets  in 
Hotels  and  Restaurants  to  forty-eight  (48)  Dining  Lounge  Licenses 
and  thirty-four  (34)  Lounge  Licenses. 

Due  mainly  to  aforesaid  extension  of  services,  the  number  of 
employees  increased  from  six  hundred  and  forty-two  (642)  at 
March  31,  1959,  to  seven  hundred  (700)  at  March  31,  1960. 

Staff  distribution  is  shown  in  Appendix  "C" . 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  express  to  the  staff  in  the  Stores, 
Warehouses  and  Offices,  its  grateful  appreciation  for  their 
continued  loyalty.

Cost  of  transferring  stocks  from  ware¬ 
houses  to  stores  was  not  included  in  the  inventory  valuation.  Inventories 
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included  goods  on  consignment  amounting  to  $583,469.36,  the  corresponding 
liability  being  included  with  accounts  payable  on  the  Balance  Sheet.
